A VOLUNTEER ‘steering group’ 
has stepped in to send young bor¬ 
ough athletes to this year's presti¬ 
gious London Youth Games, after 
the eouneil withdrew its support for 
the eompetitors. 

The steering group was set up after 
a meeting of young eompetitors, 
eoaehes, parents, and teaehers last 
Thursday. 

Barking and Dagenham is the only 
one of 33 London borough not 
funding its young eompetitors to 
take part in the Games. 

Mary-Ann Ramsay, who teaehes 
PE at All Saints Sehool Barking and 
is a netball eoaeh, is eo-ordinating 
the volunteers and is in the proeess 
of forming Barking and Dagenham 
Sports Foundation, whieh will 
organise the borough's entry in 
future years. 

Now it is a raee against time to get 
as many youngsters signed up as 
possible - as registration dates are 
looming. 

The embryo steering group needs 
teams and managers from sehools, 
eolleges and elubs, whieh eompeted 
last year, to step forward, as well as 
donations from the publie and loeal 
businesses to eover transport and 
'borough uniform' eosts, around 
£3,000. 

“At the very least we will need 
team T-shirts Mary-Ann said. 

She added: “We were on the erest 
of a sporting wave last September, 
looking forward to the eoming Youth 
Games, the largest in Europe, then 


the next month the eouneil withdrew 
its support for loeal eompetitors.” 

“It was amazing beeause it has 
already paid a registration fee of 
£7,200 to the London Games.” 

“However we, as a eommunity, are 
determined to earry on,” she eontin- 
ued. 

“I am appealing to teams and man¬ 
agers from last summer's youth 
games to eome forward again, as 
they will have passed all the eheeks 
they need. 

“These games are an opportunity 
for our young athletes to eompete at 
the highest level, whieh is important 
for their development.” 


Mary-Ann hopes to be able to 
meet outstanding registration dates 
- May 10, 17, 25 and 31 and 
believes the borough will be able to 
field at least six teams - maybe 12. 

“We are already behind everybody 
else as some registration dates have 
passed, but we are determined to be 
there.” 

Russell Findlay, ehief exeeutive 
for the youth games is delighted 
with the passion loeal people have 
shown. 

“We will do whatever we ean to 
ensure this opportunity is not lost to 
the borough's young athletes,” he 
said. 


A eouneil spokesman said: “The 
deeision to withdraw from the 
London Youth Games, whieh only 
benefits a very small number of 
young people who are already 
engaged in sport, has enabled us to 
spend the money in a different way; 
funding the Community Games 
whieh ensures that many more peo¬ 
ple in the borough get to benefit. 
The Community Games will be 
inelusive to everyone and all 
sehools, ineluding Trinity Speeial 
Sehool.”

MOTORISTS who fill up, then nip off with¬ 
out paying are to be targeted by a special 
police team in Barking and Dage^am. 

Plain clothed and uniformed officers will 
patrol garages to identify and arrest offenders. 

Twenty-one people have been prosecuted in 
connection with forecourt crime since 
January and ordered to repay the petrol price 
plus fines and costs and do community ser¬ 
vice. 

Stolen number plates are often used on 
vehicles to steal fuel and police conduct bor¬ 
ough wide traffic operations using automatic 
number plate recognition technology support¬ 
ed by facial recognition software to identify 
vehicles displaying them. 


Cashiers working at petrol stations have 
been advised petrol should not be dispensed 
to customers whose faces are obscured by a 
hat or hood, not to allow passengers to fill up, 
not to sell unless the driver's door is shut and 
engine switched off, and to insist on pre-pay¬ 
ment if they feel any driver is a bit ‘iffy’.

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GOBLIN commuters get a boost 


HELP is on the way for the borough's 
crushed commuters who have received 
a boost to their campaign to electrify 
the Barking to Gospel Oak line - to 
give them bigger and better trains. 

Four local Labour London Assembly 
members have written to Chancellor 
George Osborne asking for the cash to 
improve the line. 

Local campaigners Barking Gospel 
Oak Rail Users Group have been com¬ 
plaining about overcrowding on the old 


fashioned diesel trains which run on 
the line. 

The assembly members have told the 
Chancellor the Treasury needs to put 
up the money as soon as possible to 
ensure that electrification can be intro¬ 
duced before Crossrail opens in 2018, 
and point out Transport for London has 
offered to contribute £25m towards the 
£90m cost of the scheme. 

London Assembly Member for North 
East Jennette Arnold said: “The current 


lack of funding to this line prevents 
TfL from introducing longer trains on 
this route and the result is that passen¬ 
gers are horribly overcrowded. 
Demand is outstripping capacity and 
proper investment could help alleviate 
this.” 

The letter to George Osborne was 
signed by Jennette Arnold, John Biggs, 
City and East, Andrew Dismore, 
Barnet and Camden and Joanne 
McCartney, Enfield and Haringey.
